LIBRARY  FUND 

The  biennial  appropriation  for  1935-37  was  $263,590,  approxi- 
mately the  same  as  the  amount  expended  in  the  previous  two-year 
period.  The  continuance  of  such  a  curtailed  budget  makes  it  increas- 
ingly difficult  to  carry  on  even  the  established  activities  of  the  library. 
Lack  of  funds  to  care  for  normal  needs  for  the  book  collection,  for 
binding,  for  filing  cases  and  other  equipment,  as  well  as  for  an  ade- 
quate staff  and  for  well  deserved  salary  increases  becomes  a  more 
serious  problem  each  month.

COOPERATION  WITH  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT 

During  the  biermium  the  State  Library  continued  to  sponsor 
federal  work  projects  first  under  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Admin- 
istration and  sinee  December.  1935.  under  Works  Progress  Admin- 
ist  rat  ion. 

Four  definite  pieces  of  work  have  been  completed  by  the  persons 
assigned  to  the  State  Library.  (1)  An  inventory  of  our  book  collec- 
tion was  made  for  the  first  time  since  1922.  (2)  The  books  in  the 
office  of  the  Division  of  Elementary  Education  and  Rural  Schools 
were  catalogued  and  made  available  for  use  by  the  entire  Department 
of  Education.  (3)  Our  newspaper  holdings  were  checked  and 
brought  to  date  as  a  preliminary  to  assembling  the  records  of  such 
holdings  from  the  other  libraries  of  the  State.  This  was  all  part  of  a 
nation  wide  project  which  will  result  in  the  publication  of  a  Union 
List  of  Newspapers  similar  to  the  Tnion  Lisit  of  Serials  already  a 
widely  used  reference  tool  in  large  libraries.     (4)  Several  thousand 
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unbound  newspapers  have  been  sorted,  arranged,  tied  in  bundles  which 
are  marked  to  show  dates,  missing  numbers  and  duplicates  and  have 
then  been  listed. 

Other  workers  have  during  this  period  been  engaged  in  filing, 
typing,  searching  newspapers  and  great  registers,  repairing  books  and 
doing  miscellaneous  clerical  tasks. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION 

Mabel  R.  Gillis,  in  charge 

The  advent  of  the  talking  book  has  greatly  increased  the  work 
of  the  State  Library  with  the  blind  during  the  past  biennium.  In  the 
summer  of  1934  talking  books  began  to  be  added  to  the  State  Library 
collection  of  material  for  the  blind.  They  are  provided  to  designated 
libraries  by  the  Library  of  Congress  from  federal  funds  and  must  be 
used  on  recording-  machines  especially  designed  or  adapted  for  them. 
These  machines,  manufactured  by  the  American  Foundation  for  the 
Blind,  at  first  had  to  be  purchased  by  the  individual.  In  the  year 
1935,  however,  funds  were  made  available  through  the  federal  VTPA 
for  the  manufacture  of  three  thousand  machines  to  be  distributed  to 
adult  blind  persons  unable  to  purchase  for  themselves. 

The  California  State  Library  was  made  responsible  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  227  talking  book  machines  for  this  State  and  4  for  the 
State  of  Nevada.  The  machines  were  received  in  May,  1936,  and  the 
preliminary  work  connected  with  their  distribution  was  just  about 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  biennium.

The  usual  bibliographical  and  reference  work  has  been  done  dur- 
ing the  biennium.  In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  department, 
WPA  workers,  under  supervision,  have  been  copying  original  docu- 
ments; filing  index  cards;  making  analytic  cards  for  biographical 
sketches  in  California  county  histories;  typing  and  filing  a  card  index 
of  the  1896  San  Francisco  Great  Register  of  voters ;  and  preparing  a 
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list  of  the  newspapers  on  file  in  the  State  Library  for  a  Union  List  of 
Newspapers  which  is  to  be  published  in  the  near  future.

COUNTY  LIBRARY  ORGANIZING 

Mrs.  Mat  Dexter  Henshai.l,  County  library  Organizer 

One  of  the  signs  of  economic  recovery  during  the  past  two  years 
is  the  revival  of  interest  in  the  establishment  of  county  libraries  on 
the  part  of  people  who  live  in  those  counties  where  such  libraries  do 
not  exist.  In  Placer  County  this  interest  became  so  general  and  so 
articulate  that  on  May  6,  1936.  the  board  of  supervisors  passed  a  reso- 
lution of  intention  to  establish  a  county  library  and  followed  it  by 
taking  final  action  at  its  meeting  on  June  2nd.  The  part  of  the  county 
library  organizer  in  the  Placer  County  campaign  was  played  from 
behind  the  scenes.  She  furnished  the  necessary  facts,  figures  and  com- 
parative data  for  the  local  organizing  which  was  carried  on  by  Placer 
County  organizations  under  the  energetic  and  effective  leadership  of 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Robinson  of  Auburn.  This  is  the  first  county  library 
to  be  established  for  ten  years. 

*  This  section  maintains  a  collection  of  cards  from  California  writers,  artists, 
musician*,  State  officials  and  pioneers  giving  biographical  data  furnished  by  them- 
selves or  their  descendants. 
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The  county  library  organizer  spent  some  time  in  Mendocino 
County  and  in  Yuba  County  during  the  biennium,  assisting  Parent 
Teachers  Associations  and  other  organizations  in  their  efforts  toward 
the  establishment  of  county  libraries.  The  supervisors  in  both  of  these 
counties  failed  to  take  favorable  action  but  the  local  leaders  are  still 
enthusiastic  and  firm  in  their  belief  that  the  movement  will  continue 
until  its  purpose  is  achieved. 

Besides  regular  routine  in  the  State  Library,  Mrs.  Henshall  con- 
tinued her  work  as  lecturer  on  the  State  Library  and  County  Libraries 
in  the  School  of  Libra rianship,  University  of  California  and  as  editor 
of  Library  News  page  in  Western  Journal  of  Education.  She  also 
annotated,  listed  and  filed  several  hundred  small  photographs  and 
post  cards  from  county  libraries  all  over  the  state ;  summarized  the 
various  county  library  histories  that  were  submitted  several  years  ago 
by  county  librarians;  assisted  in  the  preparation  and  installation  of 
the  library  exhibit  in  the  Palace  of  Education  at  the  San  Diego  expo- 
sition ;  visited  many  county  libraries  and  wrote  several  articles  for 
library  and  school  journals. 

GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS  SECTION

The  section  has  received,  entered  and  filed  47,836  government 
publications,  and  has  distributed  to  libraries  11,641  California  State 
publications. 

Eesearch  and  routine  work  have  been  carried  on  as  usual. 
LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  SECTION 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  Supervising  Librarian. 

During  the  1935  session  of  the  Legislature,  this  section  was  used 
more  by  Assemblymen  and  Senators  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  since 
the  library  moved  away  from  the  Capitol  Building.  Among  the  sub- 
jects of  interest  to  the  legislators  on  which  extensive  research  work  was 
done  are  the  following:  State  liquor  stores;  Torrens  land  titles;  sales 
tax  on  interstate  shipments ;  State  income  tax  delinquencies ;  State 
income  tax  driving  capital  away;  nominating  officers  by  modified  con- 
vention system;  State  milk  control  laws;  reimbursement  for  hospitals 
in  re  indigent  injured  motorists ;  bifurcated  legislative  sessions ;  State 
constabulary ;  compulsory  fingerprinting.  The  following  compre- 
hensive bibliographies  were  also  prepared  during  the  biennium : 

Bibliography  and  statutory  summary  on  motor  vehicle  driving 
while  under  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors  or  narcotics. 

Bibliography  on  taxation  and  regulation  of  chain  stores,  a  list  of 
laws  taxing  or  regulating  chain  stores  and  a  list  of  court  decisions 
involving  the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  chain  store  laws. 

Local  loans  during  the  two  years  amounted  to  6687.  Loans  made 
to  readers  in  other  parts  of  the  State  are  included  in  the  totals  given 
under  Reference  Section. 
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PRINTS  SECTION 

Bertha  S.  Taylor,  Prints  Librarian. 

Beca  use  of  the  reduced  budget  under  which  the  State  Library 
continued  to  operate,  few  additions  to  the  prints  collection  were  made 
by  purchase  daring  the  bienninm. 

Two  hundred  thirty  old  Mexican  engravings  and  lithographs  which, 
although  owned  by  us  had  never  been  counted,  were  catalogued  and 
added  to  the  prints  collection.  Including  these,  additions  numbered 
24s  making  the  total  number  of  prints  3436. 

Monthly  exhibits  have  been  held  as  usual  and  these  have  been 
reported  in  the  quarterly  issues  of  Xars  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

Nine  thousand  thirty-one  persons  visited  the  Prints  Room  during 
the  bienninm.  This  is  an  increase  of  more  than  600  over  the  previous 
two  years. 

REFERENCE  AND  CIRCULATION  SECTION 

Beulah  Mumm,  Supervising  Librarian. 

The  main  connecting  link  between  the  State  Library  and  its  bor- 
rowers, both  local  and  throughout  the  State,  is  the  Reference  and  Cir- 
<  illation  Section.  With  headquarters  in  James  L.  Gillis  Hall,  the 
spacious  reading  room  of  the  State  Library  building,  this  section  takes 
charge  of  the  hundreds  of  requests  received  daily  from  libraries  all 
over  the  State.  The  shelves  in  this  room  are  filled  with  reference  books 
which  furnish  the  answers  to  many  questions  received  both  verbally 
and  by  mail.  Other  requests  are  filled  from  the  collection  of  books 
housed  in  our  main  book-stack  or  are  referred  to  various  special 
departments  of  the  Library. 

The  extensive  work  of  the  Reference  and  Circulation  Section  is 
made  possible  by  cooperation  with  the  county  library  system  of  Cali- 
fornia, which  is  in  operation  in  46  of  our  58  counties  through  head- 
quarters in  the  county  seats  and  nearly  4000  branches  and  stations 
covering  the  entire  counties.  Books  are  lent  also  through  city  libraries 
and  in  the  small  area  where  there  is  neither  a  city  nor  a  county  library, 
individuals  may  borrow  direct  from  the  State  Library.  In  this  way 
librarv  service  is  available  to  everyone  in  the  State  of  California. 

From  July  1.  1934,  to  June  30,  1936,  106,658  books  were  shipped 
for  readers  in  all  parts  of  the  State  through  their  local  libraries  and 
69,614  volumes  were  loaned  directly  to  Sacramento  borrowers.  State 
officers  and  employees.  Six  hundred  seventy  pictures  were  also  loaned 
and  34,934  books  were  renewed  beyond  the  usual  period,  making  the 
total  circulation  for  the  bienninm  211,876. 

SHIPPING,  PRINTING  AND  PHOTOSTATING  SECTION 

William  IL  L.ugg,  Supervisor. 

Our  shipping,  photostat  and  printing  work  is  all  done  under  one 
head.  During  the  past  two  years,  our  incoming  shipments  consisted 
of  32,890  by  parcel  post,  2798*by  express  and  276  by  freight.  The  out- 
going shipments  totaled  46,611  by  parcel  post.  910  by  express  and  4 
by  freight. 
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We  record  our  printing  by  the  number  of  different  copies  of  the 
various  blanks  we  print  on  our  multicolor  press.  During'  the  two  years 
we  have  printed  a  total  of  1,174,361. 

The  photostat  is  used  for  reproducing  short  extracts  from  large 
bound  periodicals  and  material  that  can  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
library,  such  as  newspapers  and  rare  books.  Each  exposure  made  with 
the  photostat  is  recorded.  These  amounted  to  3374  for  the  past  two 
years.  Photostatic  copies  are  loaned  when  of  general  interest  and  sold 
to  the  borrower  when  on  a  special  subject  which  might  not  be  used 
again  or  when  the  borrower  needs  them  for  permanent  record 

SUTRO  BRANCH 

(Public  Library  Building,  Civic  Center,  San  Francisco) 
Helen  M.  Bruner,  Supervising  Librarian. 

During  the  biennium  8,797  persons  called  at  the  Sutro  branch, 
making  use  of  29,767  books. 

Material  from  the  Sutro  collection  was  loaned  for  exhibit  purposes 
on  three  occasions :  in  September,  1934  Hebrew  books  and  manuscripts 
were  loaned  to  the  Jewish  Community  for  the  public  exhibition  of 
Jewish  ceremonial  and  art  objects;  three  cases  of  interesting  material 
were  included  in  the  Sixth  Annual  Book  Fair  of  San  Francisco  held 
in  May,  1935 ;  and  in  December,  1935,  twenty-four  volumes  were  loaned 
to  Mills  College  for  an  extensive  Horace  exhibit  which  it  sponsored.
